them as literally as brevity would permit. Miss 
Oliver's long association with her father, 
Francis Oliver, who was for many years a leader 
and Trustee of this church, and the many years 
of service she has herself given to its activi- 
ties, have fitted her for this task.

This sketch was written to be read on the one 
hundredth anniversary of the dedication of the first 
Methodist church building in Mendham, December 17, 1933. 


On the first page of the oldest Methodist church 
book in the possession of the Custodian of Records, one 
finds the titles “Record of Quarterly Meeting Conference 
for: Mendham Station, Ne J. Conference 1848." Turning 
over the page there is a fragmentary note under the head- 
ing, “Quarterly Conference Record, Sept. 1848," in which 
the writer indicates an effort to collect historical data 
and the need for a permanent Minute Book. He says: 


“As none of the minutes of the Quarterly Conferences 
have heretofore been recorded, some of them are lost. Upon 
diligent inquiry I can find only what follows. The charge 
was set off from...® 


Apparently the origin of the church society pre- 
sented difficulties, if one may so judge from the sudden 
break in the narrative. According to a statement which is 
made later in the Minute Book the church was the outgrowth 
of a revival held in Millbrook during the winter of 1827/8. 
Local history and records of the following churches show 
that the early religious life of Dover, Millbrook, Walnut 
Grove (now Mt. Freedom), Mendham, Vealtown (now Bernardsville), 
Peapack, and New Vernon was strongly influenced by the work 
of the strong leaders who brought Methodism to America; but 
years passed before these small societies were able to erect 
their own Methodist church buildings, and became incorporate 
bodies. ‘he rural congregations were grouped by the Annual 
Conference of the Methodist organization into convenient cir- 
cuits and at first two ministers, or preachers, were appoint- 
ed to each circuit. The worshippers gathered first at one 
and then at another meeting place, since the circuit usually 
included three or four meeting places» the pastors alternated. 
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In a handwriting different from that of the 
fragmentary note quoted, is penned am unsigned ac- 
count of the early growth of the Mendham Methodist 
church. tthe following is a full quotation of it. 


"The first Methodist preaching in Mendham 
was by our Father Lovell, a local preacher who formed 
a Class and established a place of worship in a cote 
ton factory belonging to Ingham Kinsey near Mendham 
at what is now called Ralstonville, preaching in the 
summer in the woods above the stone school house of 
that place. 


"This class, or society, was taken into the 
Essex Circuit in the spring of 1829, and the Philadel- 
phia Conference appointed Rev. David Bartine and Rev. 
Thomas Sovereign to the circuit, who preached alter- 
nately every two weeks at Mendham. These ministers 
were followed in 1830 by Benjamin Collins and John K. 
Shaw. 


"In 1831 John Woolson and J. He. McFarland 
In 1832 J. Woolson and J. Buckley 


1833 James Ayars, Arthur Leet and Washington 
Thomas. 


“It was during the ministry of James Ayars in 
1833 that .a church enterprise was started. After many 
ineffectual attempts to secure a lot in the village of 
Mendham being met with a most determined apposition the 
site, now occupied by the church, was offered by 
Mr. Elias R. Babbitt, and bought by the Society. A 
church edifice immediately being built. 

"In 1834 the ministers appointed to the cir- 
cuit, and who preached regularly in the church at Mend- 
ham, was Francis A. Morrell and Vincent Shephurd.

"In 1836 Mendham became a separate charge or 
station under the pastoral care of Rev. Chas. H. Whitecar. 


"In 1837 Chas. H. Whitecar reappointed.

“Thus ends the earliest narration of the history 
of this church. A comparison of handwriting, dates, notes, 
etce leads one to believe that the writer, and probably 
the author, was Daniel Millen who served as secretary from 
August 13, 1853 to December 16, 1860. The listing of the 
pastors after Daniel Millen's time has apparently been made 
by various persons. 


"Beginning again at the back of this book and work- 
ing forward is a more detailed account of the church life 
in another hand, also unsigned. According to a reference 
in the text it appears to have been written about 1881 and 
is attributed to Rebert Woodruff. Many personal notes, 
incidental details and opinions are included. Most of them 
have been omitted in the following compilation, made from 
the narration and from the Minutes of the Quarterly Confer- 
ences. Only such material has been used here as has seemed 
necessary to show the spirit of the church and its times. 
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The second historical sketch begins: 


“During the winter of 1827/8 the Lord visited 
his people at Millbrook, N. J. with a gracious revival. 
One Sabbath afternoon while the people were with one 
accord in one place, not in an upper room, but in the 
large hall of a farm house engaged in prayer, the Spirit 
of the Lord was poured out upon the people, and sinners 
were pricked to the heart and inquired what they should 
do to be saved. A bench was placed along the hall as an 
alter for penitents. A young man with dejected counten- 
ance and other tokens of a troubled hearts, was soon 
seen to approach the altar and there he offered himself 
a living sacrifice to God. He waited for the fire to 
come down in tofen of divine acceptance, but though as in 
the case of Daniel of old (for the young man's name was 
Daniel)eswseceeehe left the altar unblest, but firmly re- 
solved to seek till he found rest. He took his way home 
from the altar of Sacrifice like the publican with his 
eyes downward, but his heart uplifted to God, little heed- 
ing the untrodden snow that impeded his progress, as he 
traveled on with his companion. Jesus himself drew near 
and went with them, their hearts burned within them and he 
opened the young man's eyes and he beheld his Savior. 

Thus it pleased God to raise up one who was subsequently 
to introduce Methodism into Mendham, and who has been till 
this present time, 1881, associated with its history, in 
this place, guarding with jealous care the vine of the 
Lord's own right hand planting. 


“Mendham was his native town and returning to it 
the following spring he invited Father Lovel, a local 
preacher, to come and declare the unsearchable riches of 
Christ to his Kinsman and neighbors,.cccccesccesee HIS 
first sermon was preached in the school house after this 
he held his meetings in the house of Mr. Ingham Kinsey at 
Ralstonville about one mile south of the village of Mend- 
ham. A protracted meeting was commenced in his house 
which resulted in the revival of his own heart and the con- 
version of a few others who were formed into a class under 
the leadership of Mr. Kinsey. Father Lovel occasionally 
visiting them and breaking to them the bread of life. At 
thia time the Philadelphia Conference embraced all that 
territory now comprising the New Jersey and Newark Confer- 
ences. At the following session of that conference which 
was held in Philadelphia April 15th, 1829, Mendham was in- 
cluded in the Essex Circuit and Rev. D. Bartine and 
te. Sovereign were appointed to labour in this fiela.” 


Many incidents are related of the pastors who 
served for the nest three years. 
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“In 1832 Bro. Woolson was returned to the Cir- 
cuit and with Jas. Buckley for his colleague--------- ~--6 
During this year the erection of a church was talked of. 
A meeting of the members was called to ascertain their 
views." 


"There was much difficulty in finding a site 
for the church building. Finally, 


“lr. Elias R. Babbit--------- sent word to the 
committee thate---------- if the vacant lot by the side of 
his dwelling would answer the purpose, he would sell it 
to them; thus an open door was set before them and they 
immediately entered in and there have remained till this 


"This year, 1833, the church was erected by Mr. A. 
Be Hudson, carpenter, and Mr. J. B. Chidister, Mason at 
a cost of about thirteen hundred dollars. The building 
was 34&46 feet, plastered inside and out, except the roof.* 


“Ingham Kinsey, Wm. T. Morrow, Daniel Millen, 
Chase M. Kinsey and Simeon D. Emmons were Trustees, and 
Charles Thompson, Ingham Kinsey, Wm. T. Morrow and Thomas 
Knighton the building Committee. 


"The corner stone was laid by Rev. E. S. Janes 
of Orange, Neidseove 


“The house was dedicated by Rev. Manning Force, 
P. HE. of the Asbury District." 


“In 1834 Rev. F. As Morrell and Vincent Sheppard 
were appointed to Essex Circuit......® 


About this time Mr. A. Dickerson, then a local 
preacher, came to the church to expound the Word of God. 
The historical writer tells of his having had a previous 
vision of the coming of a St. Paul who would preach on the 
CeXbcee . 


He was astonished when he went to the service to 
see the man of his vision in the pulpit and to hear him 
announce the text which had been given in the dream, 


"In 1835 Bro. Morrell was returned to the circuit 
with Bro. Benjamin Day for his colleague. sro. Day had 
just been admitted into full connexion. The name of the 
circuit was changed to Whippany.® 
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“In 1836 Mendham became a station under the 
pastoral charge of Rev. Chas. H. Whitacars; who labored 
for two years on the charge with great acceptability 
and was universally loved by the people. A number were 
added to the church during his administration. 


"The year 1838 brought another change of pas- 
tor to the flock which now numbered eighty four white 
members and five colored. Who were able to support 
their own preacher and give four dollars toward the sup- 
port of worn out preachers etc. This was Bro. Winans 
first appointment. He called it his "Isle of Patmos."... 
He was released at the end of the year.---- 


“This was the first year of the N. J. Confer- 
ence, it having met with the Philadelphia conference for 
the last time in Philadelphia April 12th 1837.* In 1838 
Mendham and Peapack were connected with Rev. J. H.:) Brown 
for their pastor. fe nonae 


"In 1840, Mendham, Peapack and Flanders were 
united and Rev. J. Chattle and Edmund Hance were appoint- 
ed to labour in this field--~--------- « In 1841 Rev. Wm. 
KH. Perry was appointed to Mendham and Peapack. This year 
the church enjoyed a gracious revival in spiritual things 
and the people having a mind to work repaired the Temple. 
They brought down the high look of the old fashioned high 
pulpit. the interior of the church was painted for the 
first time. The window panes being painted green on the 
inside. 


"In 1842, Rev. P. D. Day became the shepherd of 
the Mendham and Peapack flock, he fed them for 2 years 
leading them out and in and watching over them as one who 
must give account to God. During his stay here he opened 
an appointment on Bernardsville Mountain, what has grown 
to be a separate appointment with a chureh and Minister 
of their own. 


Bro. Day married a Presbyterian lady while here. 


"In 1844 Rev. R. Vanhorn became the Pastor, he 
remained only one year. Political difference between 
Pastor and some of the leading members hindered the work 
of saving the soulg greatly. Cooney Clay and the Fox of 
Lindenwald were more absorbing topics than Jesus and him 
Crucified, and the calling and election of souls. 


Note - The Annual Conference boundaries were changed 
by the General Cenference of 1836 according to the Metho- 
dist Discipline of that year. the change did not take 
effect until later. 
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In the Minutes of 1850 one finds references to 
the change.in the name of the neighboring village of 
Veal Town, now know as Bernardsville. This interesting 
page is copied from the records: 


(The record states:) “The fourth Quarterly 
Meeting Conference was held at the parsonage for Mendham 
and Veal Town charge March 28th 1850. The Presiding 
EKlder not present Rev. M. C. Stokes, preacher in charge, 
took the chair....cseeee™

The first quarterly Meeting Conference for 
Mendham and Veal Town, now called Bernardsville charge, 
was held at Mendham June 16th 1850. 


Next quarterly meeting to be at Bernardsville 
September 2lst & 22nd 1850. 


In 1651; Rev. Re. S. Harris was appointed to 
this field of labour. He immediately set himself to work 
to stir up the people to repair their church again. They 
went to work at it with a will and succeeded in raising 
on subscription about $700.00 they expended this and as 
much more in enlarging the church, completing the base- 
ment, putting blinds on the windows, and adding a belfry 
to the church. sro. Harris laboured with great tact in 
collecting money. He called on one man who immediately 
gave him five dollars, but before Bro. Harris left him he 
willingly subscribed twenty five dollars. This is but 
one of the examples of his faculty for procuring money for 
such purposes. On the morning of the day fixed for the 
rededication of the church there was about seven hundred 
dollars to be raised to pay the whole expense. 
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"He called a meeting of all the members whom 
he expected would give anything more or whom he thought 
able to give more, before the morning services and laid 
the plan of the days opperation before them.------- The 
dedication sermon was by Bishop Janes, who, before he 
was Bishop, laid the corner stone. Rev. S. Vansant 
preached in the afternoon and Rev. R. 5S. Arndt in the 
evening. ‘the result of the days labour was that those 
brethern, who in the morning thought they could give only 
ten or fifteen dollars more, tribled and quadrupled their 
amounts, and they found an footing up that they had a 
balance on hand after providing for all liabilities.----" 


"Bro. Harris was succeeded in 1853 by the Rev. 
Re Be. Yard, who labored for two years with success spirit- 
ually and temporally. During his advent a bell was pur- 
chased for the belfry and put in its place, and though 
that soon became useless because of its uncertain sound 
another occupies its weet to call the people to the house 
of prayer. o-H-------+--- ~~! 


“In 1858, Rev. S. Armstrong, succeeded Bro. ‘E. 


W. Adams.-------- Bro. Armstrong was a man of great natural 
ability, of great mother wit, though not a college hohe a 
ed man. He was much liked by the people.---------- 


"Methodism in Mendham has grown from a small 
class in 1828 to be a society with a membership of 177 in 
: church property value at $3,500, with a debt of only 

400.00. ---<-£--------- 


"The Presbyterian church too, has prospered and 
the two denominations live together amicably. The minis- 
ters of both churches are better supported than was the 
Presbyterian minister alone before the Methodist church 
was erected. Many of the fathers of both churches have 
passed away and in the joys of heaven have forgotten their 
differences on earth. 


“Let the living learn by the history of the past 
that Christians may honestly differ and yet love one 
another and labour together, in their respective fields, 
for the Salvation of hundreds who are ready to perish.® 


"The connection established with Bernardsville 
Sometime during Rev. Peter D. Day's pastorate (1842-1843) 
ended in the spring of 1852. The Minutes of the Quarterly 
Conference held March 6th 1852 give the reports for both 
the Bernardsville and Mendham churches.

But the next record states:- "First quarterly 
meeting for Mendham and New Vernon charge held in New 
Vernon, June 12th 1852." The union of these charges was 
discontinued after a year. Some quotations from the 
Minutes of March 8th 1858, during Rev. E. W. Adams pastor- 
ate show further church activities. 


“It was moved and carried that a committee be 
appointed to call on bro. A - S = to ascertain why he did 
not attend our public meetings. It was carried that 
Daniel Millen be that, committee." The call was effective, 
and the delinquent returned to church services. 


“Soon after it was moved and carried that the 
stewards rent a house for the preacher." The first par- 
sonage was purchased in the year 1863 for the sum of $800. 
It is said to have been constructed of dry goods boxes. 
This house is the one owned in 1928 by Mrs. C. A. Reed on 
West Main St. It has been much changed and improved sin¢ee 
the church sold it. 


Rev. James Lawton became pastor in the spring 
of 1863. Mendham was then affiliated with Walnut Grove 
(now called wit. Freedom.) 


“Minutes of the first Quarterly Conference for 
Mendham and Walnut Grove charge held in M. E. Church. 
May 30th 1863." 


Reading these minutes one comes to this inter- 
esting item:= 


"Report of the Estimating Committee for the sup- 
port of the Pastor for the ensuing year, as follows, 
$300.00 for Mendham Making four 

100.00 for Walnut Grove| hundred dollars." 


It is interesting to note the importance attach- 
ed to the church schools and the pastor's report catechiz- 
ing the children. The library played a large part in the 
church school. There were these two Schools on the charge. 
One at the Grove, the other at Mendham. The former was 
closed for the winter season. The latter was under the 
superintendency of Brother G. DeGroot and was in a prosper- 
ous condition, having just replemished its library with an 
addition of 86 fresh volumes costing $30.50. That was in 
1846. 
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At the "Quarterly meeting" Feb. 12, 18663 "the 
trustees beg leave to report that at the commencement of 
the year we are owing $100.00 on the parsonage. During 
the summer we have expended $1091.00 on the improvements 
of the church; $941.00 has been paid, the remainder 
$250.00, a part of it is in the treasury and the rest is 
subscribed but not yet overs: but we expect it to be by 
the end of the year, when we shall be free from debt." 


Reve S. J. Morris in his report at the Quarter- 
ly Conference comments on the improvements. "The people 
appear to have done well in so beautifully and tastefully 
repairing the church and paying for it, but while we can 
speak well, for the attention given to the exterior, we, 
at the same time think that the interior or spiritual 
things of the church have been very much neglected. Per- 
haps not more than one out of ten attend Class, in fact 
for some months past, class meeting has been only a nominal 
thing. We trust God will infuse new life into the Church 
and quicken it by his Holy Spirit and then give us a good 
revival." 


Some time later this pastor reported to Rev. 
Charles Larew, Presiding Elder, at a Quarterly Conference:- 
“The charge, especially Mendham, is being blessed of God. 
We are improving much in spiritual things. God has poured 
out his Spirit and over 40 have made a profession of Christ. 
The brethern labor peacefully and harmoniously together 
with their pastor in promoting the Redeemer's cause.” 


During these years Bishop E. S. Janes often preach- 
ed in Mendham Methodist Church. It was he who had laid the 
corner stone of the first building in Mendham and had rede- 
dicated the church when it was enlarged in 1851. The 
Bishop's summer home was on the site of the Somerset Inn 
opposite the present Balldntine estate. 


Among the peculiarities of the early church ad- 
ministration one notiees that it was not unusual to have 
two days for Quarterly Conference meetings. One, or part 
of one, was given to business, on the other religious ser- 
vices were held. Churches were few in number and the Elders 
were better able to give time to the spiritual quickening of 
the small societies than in later years. Even the hour for 
holding the Quarterly Conference is rather startling; it was 
"Monday morning, April 26th 1869 at 8 o'clock.*® 
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| After December 1870 there is no reference to 
Walnut Grove as being connected with Mendham. 


The first mention of women in attendance at 
a Quarterly Conference is made in the Minutes of Feb. 
26, 1873.

Sister Huffman (Mrs. Peter...) 
_« J. Reynolds (Mrs. John......) 
* De Groot (lis. Geo. Bovweeowde) 
Bryant Bowman" 


One finds the Ladies' Aid Society mentioned in 
the minutes of January 17th 1874, for the first time.* 


During Rev. C. A. Wambaugh's pastorate the 
church seems to have prospered. “During the year, peace 
has prevailed within the borders of our Zion, and a de- 
gree of prosperity has attended us. We have improved the 
parsonage property and got furniture in the house."® 


During Rev. J. N. Keys stay in Mendham we read:- 
"Bro. Keys, Pastor, and Bro. Crane were appointed a com- 
mittee to wait upon delinquents and warn them of their 
course and inform them of the consequences." 


At a later meeting this same pastor reported: 
Condition of the Church as usual not awake to her duty 
spiritually or financially." 


Rev. J. P. Macauley, (1877-1879) gives a more 
encouraging report: "A general view of the condition of 
the Charge reveals the encouraging fact that Mendham is 
going forward. The interest of the congregation and 
prayer meeting seem to be increasing. The Sunday School 
seems flourishing.*® 


At another conference we read, “Committee on 
Church music report all things satisfactory. Trustees 
made a verbal report estimating church and furniture $3000. 
Parsonage and furniture $1000. No insurance on any of 
church property." 


In the minutes for June 7th, 18793; one reads:- 
“The catechism is taught by Pastor. The Pastor does not 
occupy the parsonage for sufficient reasons to himself. 
The parsonage is to let. The music church is reported 
Satisfactory and is without expense to tne church.” 
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"The Presiding Elder read resolutions, from 
the papers submitted at the Annual Conference in refer- 
ence to the Sabbath School and worldiy amusements." 


At the Quarterly Conference February 2ist, 
1880, after committees were appointed and reports receiv- 
ed- "A motion was made to sell the parsonage but it was 
lost." ‘the house was not a comfortable place to live in; 
it was nearly a mile distant from the church, and was in 
other ways inconvenient. Yet the church was loathe to 
let it go. A committee was appointed to examine the par- 
sonage to see what repairs were necessary. brethern 
Millen, Crane, VanDyke, and Woodruff were to report mS a 
meeting of the joint board. 


Then began the vigorous pastorate of Rev. John 
Re Wright, in the spring of 1880. He came to Mendham as 
one of the newer members of the Newark Conference. He 
immediately had the parsonage put in good condition and 
entered upon his duties as pastor with enthusiasm. In 
one of his early reports one finds the statement: "One 
Sunday School on charge. School in good condition but 
small in numbers on account of the few children in town. 
Have held one children's service." 


One of the most important events of this period 
was the incorporation of the Methodist Society as a church, 
At a properly called meeting of the congregation on April 
13, 1881, five Trustees were elected: Francis Oliver, 
Amasa Leonard, &. Ce. Blazure, John Peppard and J. Briant 
Bowman. ‘they took as their incorporate name: The Mendham 
Methodist Episcopal Church. This action was recorded at 
the Morris County Court House Oct. 15, 1881. (See Book B;, 
R.S.-134). 


The estimating committee had fixed the salary at 

$500 and voted, if possible later, to make it $600 in addi- 

tion to donations. The next year the salary was raised to 
#700, an indication of the church's increased prosperity. 
fhe records show that improvements were also made in the 
appearance of the church property; in the side walk, the 
fences about the church, and the parsonage were painted. 
the fence was the gift of "Sister Marinda De Groot, “wife 
of George DeGroot, the parents of the much beloved physi- 
cian of this town Dr. George Se DeGroot. 


One day a good neighbor from one of Bernardsville's 
estates, Mr. George I. Seney, drove over to Mendham to 
attend the Sunday morning service. He became so impressed 
with the need for interior improvements that he engaged a 
painter and decorator to make renovations at his expense. 
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The sale of the old parsonage was precipitated. 
by the death of the much beloved member of the church, 
Daniel tiillen. The story of the building of the new par- 
sonage is written in the records. as follows: 


"Minutes of the Third Quarterly Conference held 
at the parsonage, Jan. 21, 1882. Presiding Elder J. He 
Knowles in the chair; the pastor, and the following mem- 
bers of the Official Board present: Brothers Oliver, 
Blazure, Peppard, and Leonard. The pastor's report states 
that Daniel Millen, the young man "who introduced Methodism 
into Mendham*® has passed to his reward. 


then is added: "Brother Daniel Millen, one of 
our Stewards and an old standard bearer of this church, in 
his will left Five Hundred Dollars as a perpetual legacy 
to the church, the interest each year to be applied to the 
salary of the pastor, so long as the preacher is appointed 
by the annual conference.“ 


In May of this year, after the necessary legal 
terminology there follows the statement:- -"we have invest- 
ed said legacy in the new parsonage, erected upon the lot 
adjourning the church and we the trustees and our successor®, 
shall consider the legacy as the first claim against the 
property, and will endeavor to execute the spirit of Bro. 
Millen's will in paying yearly the interest to the stewards 
upen the legacy entrusted to us and our successors in offices" 


Then follows a note from that prince of Recording 
Stewardst=- “Bro. and Sister Millen done much for the church 
in their life time, as I can testify, being intimately ac- 
quainted with them for forty years. Would that I were as use- 
ful and good as they were. Robt. Woodruff, 71 years old." 


At this time the Trustees, with the help of Francis 
Oliver, a prominent resident and supporter of the church, 
succeeded in selling the parsonage. The report at the January 
2Qlst meeting (1882) states: "The parsonage has been sold for 
thirteen hundred Dollars, and we are now preparing to build 
another upon the lot by the church. This land had been pur- 
chased from the heirs of William Babbitt. When the ground 
was broken for the building, pastor Wright held down the plow 
beam while his very good frierd, Mr. Oliver, who has been 
called “the gentlemanly affable Oliver," drove the horses. 
The building was completed and furnished before the fall of 
1882. It was a substantial white frame house which stood for 
nearly 45 years as first built. About 1926 it was shingled. 
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Along with the material. growth of the church 
came a broader, social vision, a desire to unite with the 
wide-spreading movement to abolish the use of the intoxi- 
cating liquors. On Jan. 21, 1883 the Board of Trustees 
and Stewards met and passed resolutions recorded as Follows: 
"On motion it was resolved to sign a petition as a-board to 
the honorable Senate and Assembly of the State of New Jersey 
for an amendment to the Constitution in regard to the pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of any distilled or fer- 
mented liquors, as beverages, within the jurisdiction of 
this state." 


From 1883 to 1886 Rev. Olin B. Coit was our pas- 
tor. Under his ministration many new members were added 
to the church. The verbal report of the pastor for the 
Sunday School Superintendent states that more teachers are 
needed; attendance of the children is very good. A bit of 
local coloring is given in the motion that “a vote of thanks 
be given Brother Burnett for his kindness in furnishing 
posts and rails for church yard for hitching posts.™ 


Under date of November 23, 1883, this motion is 
found:= “Moved that a committee be appointed to take the 
matter in hand to build some sheds for the comfort of horses 
when they are brought to church." 


It was during Mr. Coit's term that an additional 
piece of property on the west side of the old church was 
purcnased. 


There was a small house on the property and many 
of the officials were opposed to incurring the expense. 
There were three or four who approved and amoun them was 
Mir. Oliver, When the time to cast the decisive, he Trustees 
~¢ met, but Francis Oliver was absent. They did not wish 
to vote without him so the Board waited. 


It is said that Mr. Coit went to the door, and 
looking down the street saw a familiar horse coming at a 
gallop. It was Mr. Oliver driving his favorite mare» "Pet®, 
From the buggy he called, "Blanket her, Dominie? Then he 
jumped and rushed into the meeting. yeentlemen, we can buy 
the property! I have $300.00 to pay on it now!" He had 
been to New York calling on Luther Kountze, ape ree I. Seney 
and other wealthy men, seeking funds for this purpose. This 
property was needed BCP ees; or when the new church structure 
was built in 1893. 


In 1886 one who was known throughout the Newark 
conference as the “Boy Preacher,” Jesse S. Gilbert, came to 
Mendham. In his first report to the Quarterly Conference he 
says,;- "I find a kind and united people, a very neat church 
nearly free from debt, and the various departments of the 
work in good order." 
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The Quarterly Conference held May 19, 1887, 
reports: “During the past quarter a new and very 
beautiful suit of pulpit furniture, consisting of 
seven pieces, 5 chairs, pulpit and stand have been 
purchesed at a cost of $81.60." 


“During the past quarter, the flooring of 
the aisles has been raised to the level with that of 
the rest of the church and the entire floor also pul- 
pit and altar, covered with a beautiful ingrain car- 
pet costing $152.50." 


"A very handsome pipe organ has been purchased 
and put up and is now ready for use," Mr. Gilbert adds 
in his report. 


| In February 1888, the recorder speaks of "the 
exceedingly cold weather and frequent storms interfer- 
ing very much with the services.” This was just before 
the “Great Blizzard," and the severe cold and deep 
snows of January and February of that year were storms 
to remember. 


From 1889 to 1891 Rev. Albert Cain faithfully 
served our church. It was during his pastorate that the 
Epworth League was organized. 


He also conceived the idea that a new church 
was needed: We read from pastor's report Feb. lst, 1891, 
"Secured a subscription of $1046.00 for improving church 
property.” In another reports- “Secured $2887.00 on 
subscription for new church." 


Rev. Frank S. Cookman's pastorate was brief 
(1892-1893). The salary was made $1000.00 for the first 
time. | 


Preparations to build the new church continued. 
the taste and the size of the congregation had outgrown 
the old house of worship. A paragraph in the minutes of 
the first Quarterly conference held June 4th, 1892, tells 
ust=- On motion the quarterly conference advises the 
trustees to secure a place to worship while we build a 
new church.* 


2 

Preparations for building were bing carried for- 
ward. The men of the church hauled the stone from a 
quarry on the farm of one of the official members, Mr. Wn. 
Js Bedell, Each man promised to haul the number of loadsa 
of stone he felt able todo. Mr. T. Quimby, acted ag"yard 
foreman," directing the placing of each load. He received 
no pay. It was his contribution to the church. 
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When Rev. Wm. H. Morgan came in the spring 
of 1893, he preached in the First Presbyterian Chapel 
building (afterwards the High School).¥ The Work pro- 
.gressed rapidily and the corner stone was laid June 8th, 
1893, by Bishop Andrews. The church was dedicated;*Sun- 
day Dec. 17, 1893 by Bishop Ninde. Dr. Morgan labored 
faithfully and hard on this charge. The work completed 
by him is a reminder of a great strong soul, well belov- 
ed by the community. 


An item of interest that year, was the announce- 
ment that in spite of the fact that our people had given 
so nobly, our benevolent collections should not be neglect- 
ed. Our missionary collection that year exceeded that of 
the previous year.” 


Dr. Charles Larew, who had been Presiding Elder 
of this district from 1866 to 1870, moved his residence to 
Mendham about this time. He Lived in the house now owned 
by Mr. Harold A. Price. His broad Christian experience, 
extending over so many years, made him a “Father in Israel® 
to the younger ministers serving the church. He was call- 
ed Home late in 1902. 


After leaving Mendham Dr. Morgan became pastor 
of Central church, Newark, New Jersey in 1897, his success- 
or in tendham was Rev. Ralph 8. Urmy, who remained until 
1900. During his pastorate the parsonage was redecorated 
and much needed furniture placed in it. 


The minutes for May 19th, 1898, statezs= “Junior 
League for the instruction, of children is in contemplation. 
At the next Quarterly Conference one finds the Junior 
League had been organized. This organization continued for 
fifteen or twenty years, giving good week-day religious in- 
struction to the children. 


Dr. Urmy did an excellent work for this charge. 
He was gifted in his appeal to young people. The pastor's 
report at the Fourth Quarterly Conference, Feb. 12, 1900 
tells uss=- "The spiritual state of the charge is good. The 
year has passed in quiet and harmony. The people have sup- 
ported the church loyally. The pastor and family have been 
treated with unfailing kindness, and feel themselves grate- 
ful for the love and help of the members. The year closes 
with the blessing of God upon us.™ 
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Dre Urmy left us in 1900 and was followed by 
Rev. George Mooney. At the first Quarterly Conference 
we reads “The:report of the pastor indicates a whole- 
some condition of all departments of the church work." 
A verbal report submitted by Dr. Larew, a retired Metho- 
dist preacher, spoke with feeling of the affection shown 
him by the people. 


At that same meeting, "On Motion it was order- 
ed that BE. W. Blliott and Bryant Bowman should be consti- 
tuted a committee to see about improvement of road and 
walk in front of Church." a 

The flagstone walks, the first permanent ever 
in Mendham, were completed very soon after, The church 
record shows: “Harly in the year we undertook the renova- 
tion of our church. The walls and ceilings were re=kal- 
somined and redecorated; the woodwork and pews were re- 
varnished. A mixer was added to our gas machine. Thanks 
to the valuable help of the Ladies! Aid Society, a handsome 
new carpet was purchased and laid. The entire improvement 
cost approximately $730.00. About $250.00 of this was 
raised by the Ladies Aid Society; the balance by popular 
subscription. During the interval of renovation our ser- 
vices were held in the Township Hall." 


A little farther on in the report one reads:- 
"An aggregate of about 10 weeks of special services have 
been held by the church. For 3 weeks last fall we joined 
with our brethern of the Presbyterian Church in an effort 
to awaken the entire community.---Again during the week of 
Prayer we united and held meetings of great helpfulness and 
profit. In addition we carried on our meetings in our own 
church; for 6 consecutive weeks, receiving therefrom a 
great spiritual uplift." Then follows commendations for 
each Department of the church. 


Mr. Mooney was gifted in his ability to conduct 
evagelistic services. He was a splendid pastor believing 
that the personal contact was most important. He left a 
united church, 


In the spring of 1904 Rev. Frederick J. Hubach 
became our pastor. It is recorded of him by his successor, 
"The retiring pastor had brought the church up to a high 
plane, and we took up a work that was ready to move right 
ahead," 


It was at that time a bathroom was installed in 
the parsonage. The financial statement for the fiscal year 
ending Mar. 31, 1906, showed all departments of the church 
in a prosperous condition. 
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Dr. Hubach emphasized the value of the Junior 
League ag an opportunity for week-day training in reli- 
gious education. 


Rev. Perry H. Murdick became pastor of the 
church 1906-1908, In his first report to the Quarterly 
Conference, June 23, 1906, he paid a tribute to the Mend- 
ham church saying that he spoke with feeling of fear, and 
yet with much pride, when recalled the men he was follow- 
ing. He was proud that he had been entrusted to care for 


a church known to have been so loyal to all its pastors, 


One finds a typed copy of resolutions attached 
to the record book, “Resolved that we endorse the action 
of the District Stewards at their meeting held May 8th, 
1907, requesting that the first and second Quarterly Con- 
ferences be held together, and likewise the third and 
fourth Quarterly Conferences be held together, in order 
that the Presiding Elder may have time to promote the in- 
terests of Methodism on the District, according to the 
plans of the Newark District Church Society." We who have 
wondered why there are no longer four conferences held 
each year, have our answer in the above resolution. 


Pastor's report Nov. 14, 1907, showss:- "Some 
improvements have been made in the Church, the organ hav- 
ing been raised up and turned about, and a choir left 
built which greatly improves the looks of the church and 
the sound of the organ. This was accomplished at a cost 
of about $50.00, outside of the gifts of brass rod and cur- 
tain and work, and all paid without costing the church a 
penny in extra solicitation or collection." 


During Mr. Murdick's term a Sunday School was 
opened in the stone school house at Ralston with Mr. Peter 
De Mott superintendent and Miss Jessie M. Willett secretary 
and treasurer. This school house stands on the Peapack 
road near its junction with the Chester road, opposite the 
Ralston post office. It is more convenient for the families 
living at the foot of the hill. 


In the spring of 1908, energetic, resourceful 
Reve. C. Je Hoyt became our pastor. At his first Quarterly 
Conference he urged upon his official members, the value of 
the personal touch with our young people. He wanted our 
Church to be call "The Friendly Church." He chose as the 
Church hymn Mattbie Babcock's great song "Be Strong." 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt labored untiringly for 
the church and community. Mr. Hoyt was much of an evange- 
list. Many united with the church during his pastorate, 
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Conference 1912, sent to our church as pastor, 
Rev. Frank Chadwick. During Mr. Chadwick's pastorate 
the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society was organized. 


~~... In 1913, the people of the Hilltop Presbyter- 
ian Fake remodeled the interior of their building. 
Mr. Chadwiek's report to the 3rd Quarterly Conference 
Nov. 9, 1913 tells of our joint worship with them. 


"Beginning with the first Sunday in July, union 
services with the Presbyterian people have been held in 
our church,------"Blessed indeed has been the fellowship. 
The first service was the sacrament of the Holy Communion 
and was a memorable occasion. As Presbyterians and Metho- 
dists knelt together at the same altar, the Holy Spirit 
moved upon all hearts. The good effect of this union is 
already preceptable among the churches and in the town." 


In regard to the Sunday School he reportss- 
“Rally Day was observed in connection with Missionary Day, 
on the last Sunday of October. The pastor had arranged 
and instructive and attractive program which was carried 
out to the letter," 


October 29, 1914, Mr. Chadwick's report then 
sounds as if it might have been dated 19333 it states:- 
“Business depression and the uncertainty of the indirect 
result upon our country of the European war, have caused 
us to defer the repairing and renovation of the church 
building until some more propitious time." 


In the fall of 1914 there was a nation wide 
appeal for help for the Belgian sufferers. Our church 
responded immediately "with a box of $30.00 worth of 
brand new goods for the Christmas ship." 


That year the ladies’ Aid Society pledged to 
raise $1000 to be given the Official Board, that they 
might add said amount to the repair fund for use on the 
church, 


Dre We S. McCowan came to us in the spring of 

1915. Although Dr. McCowan's pastorate lasted but one 
year, he endeared himself to the church and community. 

The records show that Mrs... McCowan, a musician of note 
“has taken charge of the Musical Department of the churche" 
Their daughter died shortly after they came to Mendham 

and lies in Hilltop cemetery, as do also Dr. and Mrs. 
McCowan. Dr. McCowan went home this month, December 19335. 
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From 1916 to 1919, Rev. Charles E. Collerd, 
was pastor. 


/) - During the summer of 1916, the work of re- 
modeling the interior of the church was started, and 
the church reopened in the late fall. Our Presbyter-~ 
ian friends invited our congregation to worship with 
them on the hill. For four or five months we enjoyed 
the same delightful fellowship we had experiences in 
1913. 


The improvements consisted in installing 
electric lighting instead of the gas that had been used 
since the dedication, ‘Mew carpet, cushions for pews, 
curtain, as well as redecorating and revarnishing,. 


When the “Centenary movement" was established 
by the National Board of Home and Foreign Missions, the 
Church at Mendham subscribed generously. This was dur- 
ing Collerd's ministration. 


From 1920. to 1923 Rev. James Jamison was our 
pastor. 


Calls from other lands as a result of the war 
and the famine in China received generous support in 
Christmas offerings, the children of Europe and the near 
Hast being beneficiaries. There was a normal growth dur- 
ing this pastorate. 


Rev. Gustave Gorisse came to this charge in 
1923 and remained with. us wntil he retired in 1927. He 
then moved to his home in Morristown. Mr. Gorisse was a 
very spiritual man, «and labored for the spiritual well 
being of the church. It was during his pastorate that 
the parsonage was shingled and improved. 


i The year 1927 = brought an energetic young man 
to our church, Rev. Machette Y. Poynter, who remained 
until the'spring of 1931. Mr. Poynter laid a good founda- 
tion for further progress. He was much hampered in many 
ways since his pastorate saw the first years of the world- 
wide depression. He was a good pastor and friend. 


Conference 1931 sent to us Rev. Alfred E. Willett 
and his wife$ both interested in the larger community work. 


The year’l933 gave us a surprise. Rev. John L. 
Morgan - had been a very small child when our present 
church edifice had been dedicated, and /his father, Dr. Wm. 
Morgan was our pastor. Rev. John Morgan came to us as 
Shepherd of this flock. He is already gaining a large place 
in the esteem of the community. May God bless his labors 
with us.

NOTE. . In the Methodist Church it is customary 


for the Presiding Elder, later known as District 
Superintendent, to make an annual report in which 
he relates the progress of the churches under his 
supervision. It is, therefore, necessary to know 
the name of the Presiding Elder in order to find 
the historical record of any important event ina 
church. The annual reports of the Elders are pube 
lished in the official organ of Methodism called 
the Minutes of the Annual Conference. 


The boundaries of the Annual Conferences 
are defined in the Discipline of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church which is published after each ses- 
sion of the General Conference, every four years. 
The Newark Conference was taken off from the New 
Jersey Conference in 18563; the New Jersey Conference 
was taken from the Philadelphia Conference in 1836. 
Mendham was therefore in the Philadelphia Conference 
until 1836, in the New Jersey Conference until 1856, 
and is now in the Newark Conference. The smaller 
churches were grouped into circuits and districts 
which varied much more frequently. While in the 
Philadelphia Conference Mendham was in the Essex cir- 
‘cuit; in the Newark Conference it was first in the 
Newark District; it is now in the Paterson District. 


The official publication in which Mendham 
will now be found is called, "The Minutes of the 
Newark Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church." Bound copies of these Minutes may be found 
in the Methodist headquarters in New York City, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Washington, D. C.,; etc. The New 
York building is known as,"The Methodist Book Concern," 
150 Fifth Avenue, New York City. Copies of the Min- . 
utes may also be found at Drew University, formerly 
Drew Theological Seminary, Madison, N. J- and like in- 
stitutions in other parts of the country. The New 
Jersey Historical Society, Newark, N. J. has part of 
a set.

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THE FIRST METHODIST PARSONAGE LOT 
ABSTRACT OF THE DEED 


The great need for owning a permanent home 
for the pastor led to the purchase of a parsonage 
lot in June of 1863. The erection of the house was 
an occasion of much importance in the church life.

A story told by residents of Mendham is that the 
parsonage built on this lot was constructed from wooden 
boxes donated. The house still stands on its original 
site on West Main Street and is pointed out as a curiosity 
although it has been changed and improved from time to 
time, the peculiar overlapping of the boards on the sides 
of the house has been preserved, 
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BISHOP EDMUND STORER JANES 


Rev. Janes frequently referred to in Miss 
Oliver's history of the Mendham M. E. Church was 
best known as Bishop Edmund Storer Janes. He was 
born in Sheffield, Berkshire County, Massachusetts, 
April 27, 1807, the son of Benjamin and Sally (Wood) 
Janes, and one of a family of eight children. The 
Janes family traces its origin as far back as William 
Janes, born in Essex, England, during the reign of 
Jamésel, about 1610. It is claimed that William was 
of the Kirtling family and that he came to this coun- 
try with the John Davenport colony which landed first 
in Mass., in or near Boston, But moved on to New Haven 
Conn. about eight months later and settled there in 
1637 (See Ridgway's "Life of Edmund S. Janes," and "The 
Janes Family..." by Rev. Frederick Janes, New York, 1868. ) 


Edmund Janes was a student of law and of 
medicine. He joined the Philadelphia Conference of the 
Methodist church in 1830. In 1840 he was elected fin-~ 
ancial secretary of the American Bible Society. He was 
made a bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1844 
at the early age of 373; he served in this capacity until 
1876, and is said to have been beloved by the South as 
well as the North. He has been described as "cultured, 
urbane, broad-minded, and charitable, a magnificent 
specimen of Christian manhood." He died Sept. 18, 1876. 


In Rev. W. Be Judd's booklet "A Tale of Three 
Villages (pp.39-41) Rev. J. E. Appley tells of Bishop 
Jane*s influence upon the church life of Basking Ridge. 
In 1851 he had purchased a summer home in Bernardsville, 
The farm was where Somerset Inn now stands, on Bankers 
Mountain; and was called by Bishop Janes, “Mount Wesley." 
Rev. Appley says: “He was a man who, while carrying the 
burdens of the church at large as General Superintendent, 
had a lively interest in his immediate surroundingse.. 
Hence it was due to him that regular preaching was esta~ 
blished in Basking Ridge. In 1853 he bought a house s 
standing where the store of Mr. Henry Tobelman now is, 
fitted it up and gave the society the use of it. This 
point then became a stated appointment on the Bernards- 
ville charge." 
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The society, however, wanted its own church 
structure and in July of that same year began the work. 
For various reasons it was difficult to get men who 
would attempt to “identify themselves with the begin- 
ning of an enterprise that might, they feared, be a 
failure." From a very early record the story of the 
difficulties which the society encountered are told, 
"Brother Day (Rev. William Day, the pastor) with his 
own hands, alone, commenced the digging of the cellar, 
and Bishop Janes with his ox-team carted the first stone 
for the foundation....on a hot July day in 18533 the pas- 
tor of the church worked with him drawing stones for 
three days". esveecce 


Ridgway adds to this story (Life of Edmund 
Janes pe 168) the fact that a Christian lawyer met them 
on the road and exclaimeds" Why, Bishop Janes, is that 
you! Drawing stones for your farm?" The Bishop replied, 
"We don't draw stones for the farm, but we will draw a 
few for the Lord when needed." “It means," said the 
Bishop, "that the stones will be drawn - the church has 
got to be built." The church was dedicated in 1854. 


Bishop Janes was much loved by the people of 
the neighboring villages and no service that he could 
render was denied them. Mendham especially felt the 
uplifting power of his spirit.

(pe 2) DANIEL MILLEN, one of the founders and leaders 
of Methodism in Mendham, and for many years the Recording 
Steward of the Official Board, inherited through his 
mother's family a strong Dutch conscience which gave him a 
practical turn of mind in connection with his efforts to up- 
hold spiritual ideals. 


His mother, Sarah Wyckoff, was the daughter of 
Jacob and Sarah (Vamarsdale) Wyckoff, one of Mendham's ear- 
liest families. Jacob's parents were Martin (1719-1803) 
and Sarah (Van Neste) Wyckoff who settled on the Mountain 
near Readington, Somerset Co... Martin (son of Peter) 
built there the old stone house which still stands and in 
which seven generations have been bor. Jacob was born in 
1747. After his marriage he settled in Mendham, along 
Brook Road west of the village. His oldest son Isaac marr- 


ied Abigail Thompson, daughter of Daniel Haines and Sarah 


(Crane) Thompson, who had apparently moved to Mendham when 
Sarah Thompson joined the Presbyterian Church from South 
Hanover, Oct. 15, 1814. Isaac's branch of the family is 
well known in Stroudsburg where they settled after starting 
the four horse stage coach lines between New York City and 
Monroe County, Pa, 


Jacob Wyckoff's youngest daughter Sarah married 
Robert Millen, the father of the above named Daniel, and 
settled in Mendham. Daniel was their fifth child in a fam- 
ily of ten. Miss Anna M. Wyckoff of Stroudsburg sayss 
"Prom the first Peter (Wyckoff) on down, we have been reli- 
giously inclined to the Presbyterian Church and the Dutch 
Reformed. ... My grandfather (Isaac) and his family were 
all members of the Hill Top Presbyterian Church of Mendham. 
When the Methodists built a church.... my grandparents and 
one son Daniel... joined them..... When Uncle Dan would 
try to persuade my father the only gate to Heaven was via 
the Methodist Church, I remember my father's saying, "Dannie, 
it was ordained from the beginning that I should be a Pres- 
byterian and I can't change God's plans." 


Thus the kindly, and sometimes bitter, struggle 
over religion was apparent, but through the zeal of such 
kindly men as Daniel Wyckoff, Daniel Millen, Robert Woodruff, 
and others the Methodist church grew in numbers and prosper- 
ity and has strengthened the characters of the men and women 
who came under its influence. In the Hill Top cemetery is 
found the inscription for this loyal follower of Methodisms 
"Daniel Millen, born Mareh 28, 1808, Died October 12, 1881." 

Just below is that of his faithful companion, “His Wife, 
Marinda A. Bonnell, Born April 6, 1809 - Died October 11, 
1880." They had no children.

ZB. pe! 4) WALNUT GROVE, now known as Mount Freedom, 
was closely associated at first with Mill Brook, 
and Dover. The former was the Mother Church of 
that part of Randolph Township. For a number of 
years Methodist services were held in the large 
old stone barn belonging to Sylvanus Lawrence (see 
Dover Dates by Chas. Platt) which was kept immacu- 
lately clean in the part used for that purpose. 
Located on the old highway from New York through 
Morristown to Newton and the upper part of the state, 
The GROVE was a convenient stopping place for the 
pack horse riders and the stage coaches, As Randolph 
Township grew and the Methodist church became a cir- 
cuit charge, one finds it shifted from one circuit to 
another. Thus the marriage records, baptisms etc., 
are found with the Methodist records at Succasunna 
from 1857 through 1862. From 1863 through 1870 they 
are in the Mendham church records; for later dates 
one must ravel to Mill Brook. There were probably 
no very early records there, at least none exist. 
The union of the Mendham and WALNUT GROVE records is 
shown distinctly in the Second List of Mendham Church 
Members, which contains the names of many families 
from the GROVE not mentioned in the list of 1862. The 
Minutes also show the connection.

Both Mr. and Mrs. Woodruff 
were devoted Methodists, and their love for the church 
was carried forward in the lives of their children. Rev.

(pe 4) PHILEMON THOMPSON, and his father Blias, 
were for many years faithful supporters of the Walnut 
Grove church, and leaders in their spiritual life, 
Both were trustees when the Walnut Grove church was 
incorporated, Aug. 7, 1854. ‘Philemon. was the oldest 
child of Elias and Mary (Lawrence) Thompson. He was 
born 1832, died Dec. 4, 1870 at the age of 38 years, 

1 month, and 26 dayse He married (1) Julia Ludlow of 
Washington Valley, Morris Co., in May of 18573 she 
died April 12, 1861 leaving him with two children 
Alice and John. He married (2) on Nov. 27, 1862, 
Sarah Garrabrant, sister of Hon. Cornelius Garrabrant, 
New Jersey Assemblyman. His children by this marriage 
were Lucy, who has lived a long and charitable life as 
amember of the Presbyterian church of Succasunna, and 
itdward who married Orbiletta Merchant, daughter of 
Frank, and granddaughter of Daniel P. Merchant.

(pe. 5) EARL FAIRCHILD CONNETT lived in Waterville, a 
village now known as Brookside but called Water Street 
in the earlier days, about two miles from Mendham. He 
was the son of Stephen Earl and Belinda (Dean) Connet 
of the same place. He carried on his father's business 
as a saw-miller and lumber dealer. He married Cornelia 
E. Thompson, daughter of Elias and Mary (Lawrence) 
Thompson, Dec. 25, 1856, and had a family of seven 
children. His interest in the Walnut Grove church con- 
tinued to the end of his life; even though his family 
preferred the nearer church at Mendham, he rarely miss- 
ed a service at the Grove. His long life (Aug. 24, 1826- 
Febe 19, 1914) was one of faithfulness to his family and 
his church; his active life in the open air kept him 
vigorous until his last short illness. He never drank 
and he never smoked. His wife survived him five years 
and died on the anniversary of his death, Feb. 19, 1919, 
She was born June 19, 1836. Their eldest son was Dre 
George Cramer Connet of Morristown, who married Blanche 
Kingsbury of Cassopolis, Mich. Their eldest daughter, 
Mary Belinda, married Jacob Washburn, a lawyer of New 
York City; Clara Connett married Rev. John R. Wright, 
then pastor of the Mendham M. E. church; 4mma Connett 
married Dr. Frank Sharp Carpenter, of Newark; Manning 
Connett married Myrtie Beidleman from Washington, N. J.

EARL CONNET'S grandparents were Samuel 
and Elizabeth (Earle) Connet, members of the Walnut 
Grove Presbyterian church. The tombstones of 
both of them, as well as those of Stephen and 
Belinda Connet, are in the Presbyterian cemetery 
there, now Mt. Freedom. Earl Connet. and his 
wife are buried near the fhompson plot in the 
Methodist cemetery,. 


(p. 7) HENRY LORE - The spelling of this surname 
was usually LOREE. In the very early days it was 
sometimes LORRING, or LORAIN. 


(p. 8) BARNABAS BRUIN THOMPSON was the youngest 
child of Daniel Haines and Sarah (Crane) Thompson 
of Water Street (Brookside) Ne. J. He was born 
Febl 17, 1806 in Madison, N. J., died at his home 
in Washington Valley, July 26, 1893. He married 
Phebe Phillips Arnold (daughter of Col. Jacob 
Arnold and his second wife Sarah H. Nixon) at 
Washington Valley, Feb. 24, 1830. His eighth 
child William married at Mendham, Jan. 1st, 1870 
Hannah Groff and lived at Green Village. George 
Thompson, son of William, is a well known resident 
of Mendham. He married Blizabeth Gunther. 


(p. 8) ELIAS THOMPSON was one of the founders of 

the Walnut Grove M. E. Church. He was born in a 
Presbyterian family, the eighth child of Daniel 
(Haines) and Sarah (crane) Thompson of Bottle Hill, 

New Vernon, and Mendham. He adopted the Methodist 
church when he married Mary Lawrence, the daughter 

of Daniel and Sibillia (Doty) Lawrance. He was a 
cobbler by trade and kept up a substantial farm 

which his wife inherited from her father. Their 

old stone house offered a hearty welcome to the 
clergymen and elders visiting the Walnut Grove church. 
It was not far from the Meeting House. Mrs. Thompson's 
father Daniel Lawrence was the son of Sylvanus 
Lawrence and Jemima Dickerson, one of the earliest 
Methodist families in this neighborhood. Mrs. Thompson 
was anangel of mercy to her community; no hour of the 
day or night would find her too busy to minister some 
homely brew to a neighbor in sickness. Many of her old 
recipies for maladies have been handed down in writing. 
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After Mrs. Thompson's death, her daughter 
Cornelia took up the duties as hostess of her 
father's home, and among her letters are found 
earnest expressions of appreciation of her hospi- 
tality, from clergymen’and relatives. She apparent- 
ly had many cousins living on Long Island, 


Elias Thompson was a twin of Elijah who died 
in infancy, They were born in Bottle Hill, March 
25, 1801. The date on this tombstone in the Walnut 
Grove M. BE. cemetery gives the year as 1800, but 
two old family bibles, one in the Thompson and one 
in the Wyckoff family, give the latter year. He 
died March 19, 18653; his wife died Oct. 20, 1853, 
in her 49th year. Mary Thompson's grave was the 
first one in the Methodist burying ground. BElias's 
father, Daniel Haines Thompson was the fourth child 
of Deacon Jonathan and Abigail (Haines) Thompson of 
Hlizabeth Town and Bottle Hill. Deacon Jonathan 
(1734-Dec. 20, 1817) owned 152 acres in Madison 
known as the Pine Tree Farm. This he sold to Samuel 
DeHart in 1790. After his wife, Abigail Haines 
Thompson died, March 27, 1791, (aged 57 years) he 
married (2) Rhoda Pierson, widow of Isaac, Oct. 10, 
1791. When Deacon Jonathan died the Palladium of 
Liberty, at Morristown, published the following 
death notice: "(Dec. 25,1817) Near this Town, on 
Thursday last suddenly, Mr. Jonathan Thompson, .aged 
84 years (died). For many years he sustained the 
office of Deacon and Elder in the church at Bottle 
Hill, which respensible station he filled with credit 
to himself and honor to the cause of Christ. The 
righteous have hope in death." It is interesting to 
find that the burial plot of Daniel Haines Thompson 
at Hill Top cemetery in Mendham has four marble corner 
stones bearing the initials "D.H.T." and in the center 
of the plot is an old pine tree. |

(p. 16) FRANCIS OLIVER, son of Francis Oliver, came 
to America from Loch Earsk a small town near Donegal, 
Ireland, July 4, 1847 and settled first at Bernards- 
ville, Somerset Co., Ne Je, a village seven miles 
from Mendham then known as Vealtown. He was affili- 
ated with the Bernardsville M. EH. Church in 1848 and 
there married Mary Watson, daughter of Aaron Watson 
of that place. For many years he was superintendent 
of the estate which was bought in 1851 by Bishop E. 5. 
Janes. He continued in the same position during the 
Bishop's ownership of the place and when the latter 
removed Mr. Oliver bought it for his own residence, 
His wife Mary Watson died Feb. 9, 1853, and his 
daughter Margaret died in 1854; both are buried in 

the old cemetery at Bernardsville. Mr. Oliver married 
again on April 21, 1872, Mary Stinson, the daughter of 
Archibald and Elizabeth (Allen) Stinson and to them 
were born four daughters, Mary Elizabeth, Harriet, 
Moffat, Eva Frances, and Nellie Seymour, 


In 1879 Mr. Oliver removed his family from 
Bernardsville to Mendham, buying the residence built 
by Joseph Watkins about 1844. It was a fine type of 
colonial architecture, set back in a beautiful grove 
of trees, and for many years Mr. and Mrs. Oliver | 
opened their home to boarders. Many persons of cul- 
ture and refinement enjoyed their hospitality. The 
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estate was purchased later by Ex-Governor Franklin 
Murphy and the large white house, distinguished by 
its tall colums across the front, was torn down. 
The place is now owned by George Washington, the 
manufacturer of the George Washington coffee. 


Mary (Stinson) Oliver died Sept. 1, 1901 
and is buried in Hill Top cemetery beside her hus- 
band. Her mother was Elizabeth Allen, daughter of 
David and Lydia (Martin) Allen of Bernardsville. 
David Allen was the son of Samuel Allen who is said 
to have come from the County Tyrone, Ireland, to 
America some time in the eighteenth century. 


Mr. Oliver was a devoted Methodist and 
gave liberally of his time and money in the service 
of the Mendham, as well as the Bernardsville, church. 
The records show that he was a trustee of the Mendham 
church a number of years and was its president part 
of that time. He died April 1897. 


(pe 21) REV. J. Re WRIGHT. After graduating from 
Drew Theological Seminary, Madison, N. J. in 1877, 
Mr. Wright went from Market Street Church in Newark, 
where his student pastorate had been, to Louisburg, 
Kansas. ‘There he had a circuit charge which he en- 
joyed and always talked much of, but his young wife, 
neé Blla Milligan of Newark, N. J., died there and 
he returned east with his infant son in October of 
1878. He asked for an appointment in the Newark 
Conference and was sent to Green Village in 1879. 
His second appointment was at Mendham in 1880. 


In speaking of Mr. Wright's pastorate in an 
account of Methodism in Mendham, Dr. Ralph Urmy wrote 
in 1899 (see "Tale of Three Villages" p. 59). 


“The membership was increased, the parsonage 
was built on a lot adjoining the church at a cost of 
about $2500. Through the unsolicited generosity of 
George I. Seney, the church was painted and frescoed 
at a cost of $1000. Mendham's substantial and attrac- 
tive parsonage is largely a monument to the adminis- 
trative powers of Brother Wright. He is now the effi- 
cient Presiding Elder of the Jersey City District." 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Wright was twice 
elected to the six year term as Presiding Elder, lat- 
er called District Superintendent, of the Jersey City 
District, first in 1898 and again in 1916. He served 
a number of years on,the Wational Board of Home Mis- 


sions and Church Extension, and on many other committees 
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and boards of the*Newark Conference. He had a 
legal turn of mind and it is noted that even in 
this early pastorate at Mendham one finds evid- 
ence of this influence. The Morris County 
Clerk*s records show that the first mention of 
the incorporation of the Methodist Church of 
Mendham was in October of 1881. (See p. 32). 


At the end of Mr. Wright's pastorate he 
married a mamber of one of his church families, 
Clara Le Connett, the daughter of Barl Fairchild 
Connett and his wife Cornelia E. Thompson, of the 
neighboring village of Brookside. He took his 
bride to his new appointment, the First M.E. Church of 
Orange, N. Je, in the spring of 1883. 


Mr. Wright lived to serve the Methodist 
ehurch fifty three years (1875-1928), all but two 
of these years being in the Newark Conference. In 
1903 he received the honorary degree of D. De. from 
New York University. This came to him as an entire 
surprise. He was born in Prospectville, Horsham 
Township, Montgomery County, Pa., October 13, 1847, 
the son of Samuel DeHaven and Martha (Taylor) Wright. 
On March 6, 1928 he passed on suddenly. He is bur- 
ied in Rose Hill Cemetery, Upper Dublin Lutheran 
Church, Ambler, Pae, with other members of his family. 
His son Rutherford died in infancy; he has three 
daughters living; Helen, Ethel and Clara Linda, the 
only children of his second marriage. 


(ps. 21) EDWARD WILLIAM ELLIOTY, the highly respected 
citizen and Mayor of Mendham, had a strong Irish in- 
heritance. His paternal grandparents were John 
Elliott of County Cavan, Ireland, and Margaret King, 
and through their son John Elliott and his wife 
Margaret Cooper he came into the family, the oldest 

of ten children, born 1855 in Metuchen, N. J. and 

died 1917. His brothers and sisters weres Francis 
Cooper, Alicia Ann, Mary Catherine, Margaret Elizabeth, 
Martha Ann, John Joseph, Thomas Whitfield, Robert 
Adolphus, James Wesley... His maternal grandparents 
were Edward Cooper of kennity, King's County, Ireland, 
and his wife Alicia Whitfield, Queen's County, Ireland. 
Margaret Cooper's brothers and sisters were: Edward, 
Mary, Joseph, Francis, Alicia, Thomas, Hlizabeth, 
Margaret, John, two Williams, and two Catherines. 
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16. (p. 22) MARY WRIGHT was the sister of Rev. 
John R. Wright, born in Prospectville, Horsham 
Township, Montgomery County, Pa. She went to 
Mendham with her brother in 1880 to keep house 
for him. While there she married William 
Osborn of Stanhope and a short time after they 
moved to Newark, New Jersey. This branch of 
the Wright family is not connected with the 
Wrights of Randolph township, as far as can be 
found. The Wrights of this locality have an in- 
teresting history of their own. 


17. (pe 25) REV. WILLIAM H. MORGAN, of Welsh ex- 
traction, was born at Whiton Park, England Jan, 
18, 1861, the son of John and Mary (Williams) 
Morgan. His father was a puddler ina steel 
foundry and came to America with part of his 
family, leaving him with relatives in England. 
At the age of nine years his uncle brought him 
to America to join his family. At ten he was 
working in one of the Ohio furnaces, At the age 
of twenty-one he became converted and determined 
to preach the gospel, but he had a continual 
struggle to educate himself and at the same time 
help his family. Until he was twenty-three he 
helped his parents build their home, then he went 
to college. He graduated from Hamline University, 
Be Ae in 1889. Under the auspices of the Home 
Missionary Society he did some excellent work in 
Wisconsin, then he came east to attend Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary, now Drew University, Madison, 
Ne Je There he took his degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity in 1892. He served Port Morris, N. J. as 
flo worl, tu, @ Student pastor, and there also worked in the 
Gnner. *Xforgese Hamline University, Minnesota; gave him 
the degree of D. D. in 1906, and L.L.D. in 1914. 


His first charge was Mendham, 1893-1896, 

It was there he demonstrated his power to appeal 

to young people and to strengthen the spiritual 

life of those seeking religious association. 

Young and old felt the power of the Word which he 

preached and lived. After four successful years 

at Mendham, Rev. Morgan accepted a call to Central 

M. E. Church, Newark, (1897-1913). For sixteen 

years he was the popular preacher of that city. 

In the spring of 1913 he went to a wider field, the 
Metropolitan pulpit of Calvary Methodist Church, 

New York City, where, as one paper has said of him, 

"for seven years strong men, needy men, thronged to 

hear his message." 
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In 1921 he went to First Church, Baltimore, Md., 
said to be the Mother Church in Methodism. After 
two years there, his health broke, and he retired 
from regular preaching, preferring the field of 
evangelisn. 


Dr. Morgan married Miss Chalmers, 
daughter of William and Elizabeth Chalmers. By 
this marriage his children were, William, John L., 
Carrie, huretta, and Gladys. His own brothers and 
sisters were, David, Thomas, Joseph, John, Hannah, 
and Martha. 


(p. 26) At Mendham, Dr. Morgan was followed by 
REV. RALPH BRAINERD URMY, another young minister 
full of energy and spiritual power. He had attended 
the College of the Pacific from 1883 to 1886, then 
he went into business for six years. In 1892 he en- 
tered Garret Biblical Institute for a year, but de- 
cided to come east to attend Drew Theological Semin- 
ary, (now Drew University) at Madison, N. J. He re- 
ceived his B. D. from Drew in 1924, and in 1908 
Allegheny College gave him the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. 


On June 30, 1897 Dr. Urmy married Marion 
F. Saxe, daughter of George G. and Hulda (Merwin) Saxe 
of Brooklyn. Their children were; Herbert, (deceased) 
Thomas Van Orden, Ralph Brainerd Jr., Keith Merwin, and 
Marion Mabel.

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(pe 27) REV. GEORGE MOONEY was one of the most 
highly respected and best loved pastors appointed 

to the Mendham church. He was born in New York 
City, May 6, 1863, and died at his home in Summit, 
Ne J. Jan. 15, 1929. He had a brdod education, be- 
ginning with his preparation for college at Centen- 
ary Collegiate Institute, Hackettstown, N. J. He 
attended Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn, , (I520-92) 
two years ,,out took his B. A. from Northwestern Uni- 
versity,,( Later Wesleyan University honored him with 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity. He took special 
work at Drew Seminary, Madison, N. J. 1900-1901, — 


On July 5, 1894 he married Caroline Emerson 
at Haverhill, Mass. They had two children, Wandell 
McMaster, and Faith Emerson. His first appointment, 
was Lander, Wyoming, in the Northwest: i Nebraska Con-~ 
ference, In 1896 he transferred to the Newark Confer- 
ence, Ne Je and received the following appointments: 
Hilton, Caldwell, “endhan/Plainfieldc(Menroe Ave)4S0. 
Orange, Madison, Grace Church Paterson, Nutley, and 
Oakes Memorial Summit. His Irish inheritance gave him 
a keen sense of humor3 his devotion to his work and his 
eloquence in preaching made him an all-round pastor. 


(pe 28) GEORGE J. FERRY JR, was the son of Hon. George 
J. Ferry, Senior son of Sylvester and Emily (Downing) 
Ferry. He married Anna May Elliott, the daughter of 
Edward W. and Elizabeth (Ward) Elliott of Mendham, and 
became a resident of Montclair, N. J. after his marriage. . 


HON GEORGE J, FERRY was born 4n Brooklyn, New York, 
Nov. 28, 1830, a nephew of the Hon. Andrew Jackson and 
Charles Downing of Newburgh, N. Ye Mr. Ferry was con- 
verted Nov. 7, 1848, and immediately united with the 
Methodist Episcopal church of his adopted city. He re- 
moved to Newark, N. J.-, Nov. 1853 and entered into the 
business of making and selling a high grade of felt hats. 
He was successful from the beginning. His talent, hon- 
esty, and generosity gave him a high reputation, and in 
trade he rose to a considerable degree of affluence. He 
was most charitably inclined toward Methodist institu-. 
tions, especially the Centenary Collegiate Institute of 
Hackettstown, New Jersey, to which he gave over $100,000 
at one time. He gave not only his money but his time and 
thought. He personally supervised the planting of the 
trees and shrubery about the Centenary Collegiate Insti- 
tute in the completion of his gift. He was President of 
the Board of Trustees of the Institute for thirty- six 
years (1874 - 1910), and President Emeritus from 1911 to 1916. 
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In the Methodist Episcopal Church at large 
he was a lay member of the Board of Trustees of the 
General Missionary Society, 1868 to 1904. He was a 
member of the Board of Trustees of Drew Theological 
Seminary, 1870-1917, He was also a lay member of the 
General Conference of the Methodist church, an office 
which called for clear deliberation and sound judgment, 
in 1876. Although he lived’two or three places, he 
was best known as a resident of Orange, N. Je, where 
he was twice elected Mayor. He was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Randolph to be one of the members on the Com- 
mission to revise the laws of the state of New Jersey. 


About 1895 he purchased the farm and house 
then owned by Byram Thompson of Mendham, located be- 
yond the Hill Top Presbyterian church on the old road 
to Bernardsville. There he built a summer home and for 
many years spent a large part of his time in residence 
until 1905. Wherever he was his service was demanded 
by the Board of Trustees. He was President of the 
Bowrds in his church at Orange, Newark, East Orange and 
Mendham. He was one of the promoters of the building 
of the stone church at Mendham, 


Looking back to Revolutionary times, members 
of the Ferry family recall the patriotic service of 
their ancestor, Eliphalet Ferry who enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the 6th Company, Danbury, Conn. under Capt. 
Noble Benedict, in the 5th Regiment under Col. David 
Waterbury of Stamford, Conn. He enlisted May 22, 1775 
and was discharged Dec. 13, 1775. His regiment, re- 
cruited mainly from Fairfield, Conn., had a record which 
corresponded with that of Gen. Worcester's First Regiment 
up to the seiige of St. John's near Montreal in October 
1775. 


In the burying ground back of the Congrega- 
tional Church in Bethel, Conn., one finds the following 
tombstone inscriptions belonging to this family. 


Bliphalet Ferry - died Feb. 12, 1827, aged 
74 years and 8 months. 


In Memory of Mary, wife of Bliphalet Ferry, 
who died Oct. 10, 1837, aged 83 years and 10 months.

(pe 15) It ig believed by good authority that "JOHN 
NEWMAN BLACK" is an error on the part of the recorder. 
Early residents and members of the church well remember 
the conversion of Benjamin Newman Black, the capable 

and well educated young school teacher at Brookside, 

and his joining the Mendham church late in the seventies. 
He was the son of Jonathan and Ann Black of Stanhope. 
After leaving Mendham he taught in Basking Ridge, and it 
was while there that he married Emma Kaiser, daughter of 
Nathaniel and Katherine (Losey) Kaiser of Brookside, Nov. 
24, 1881. He died Jan. 1922 and is buried in the Hill 

Top cemetery. His son Austin lives in Oakland, Californias. 
Louise is married and lives in Los Angeless; Alice married | 
Ge Le Wheeler and lives in Montclair, N. J. There is no 
other family by the name of Black, known in this vicinity. 
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22e (p. 20) ##FREDERICK DEAN and MARY ALICE PHOENIX were 
the parents of Frank V. Dean who has served the Town- 
ship of Mendham for many years as its efficient Clerk. 
Mr. Frank Dean married Susan Mae Clark of Brookside. 


23. (pe 29) GUSTAVE LOGAN DAY is the son of Charles H. 
and Margaretta (Connet) Day of Mendham, one of the 
old families of the Presbyterian Church. During the 
twelve years (1923 - 1935) Mr. Charles Day held the 
honored office of Mayor of Mendham, the borough grew 
and many improvements were introduced. Margaretta Day 
was the daughter of Madison and Samantha (Lawrence) 
Connett of Brookside, early members of the Methodist 
church, Madison Connet was the owner of the grist 
mill and the general store at Brookside. 


24. In Miss Oliver's Historical Sketch of the 
Mendham Methodist Episcopal Church (pp.13,15) -refer- 
ence is made to MR. GEORCE I. SENEY a prominent New 
York business man who had a summer home at Bernards- 
ville. His influence upon that community was felt in 
many ways. He was instrumental, with several others, 
in having a branch of the Delaware, Lackawana and 
Western Rail Road extended through Bernardsville, As 
a Methodist he was recognized at Drew Theological 
Seminary, Madison, N. J., by being elected a member of 
the Board of Trustees from 1888 to 1893. (See Drew 
Alumni Record, pub. 1929, p. 11). 


25-6 In Rev. W. B. Judd's booklet called "A Tale 
of Three Villages, Bernardsville, Basking Ridge, Mend- 
ham," published at Bernardsville in 1898 he quotes 
(p. 4) a letter written by REV. RICHARD VAN HORN, one 
of the early pastors of the Mendham M. EH. church, which 
adds a bit of local color to the early church life of 
this vicinity. Rev. Van Horn was in Newark at the time 
of his writing in 1898. 


‘My first sight of Bernardsville was in the 
forenoon of June 9th 1841, when I passed through the 
place on horseback on my way to Cokesbury circuit, as 
a supply from the presiding elder, to be junior preacher 
to the Rev. George Banghart. The place was then, and 
for many years afterwards, known as "Vealtown." 


"In 1841 I was sent to Peapack and Mendham 
charge (records say 1844) which embraced a school house 
appointment, known as the "Mountain school house,‘ where 
we had a class organization, and where I preached with 
more or less regularity. We had in that vicinity some 
sturdy Methodist families whose piety and loyalty left 
as impression on my mind which I carry to this day. 
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In those days there lived in Vealtown a Christian 
woman named Scott, from New York City; a person 

of wealth, intelligence, hospitality and an in- 

tense Methodist. She had a son by the name of R. Ae 
Mitchell by a former husband who, with his family, 
lived with her. Mr. Mitchell was a humorist, His 
vivacity, his mother's piety and their cordial hos- 
pitality made their home a most attractive place for 
the travelling preachers of that period. I usually 
availed myself of it when I preached on the mountain."
